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The interviewer had some bewitching innocen- 
ce about him. 

“Why doesn't soccer get much bigger 
crowds?,"he asked. He might as well have 
asked:what’s the matter with the world, what went 
wrong with creation—and please give mea 
brief,plain answer. 

Jam glad it wasn't me that he asked. | would 
have said, well, friend, if you happen to have about 
10 hours to spare, some good grog and a few big 
ashtrays, I'll give you an answer. Or some of It, at 
least. 

But the interviewers of this world don't have 10 
spare hours; they hope to solve complex riddles in 
seconds. ‘“'Sir,” they expect to hear, “we don't 
get crowds because the club names are 
wrong...the coaches aren't coaching...the 
presidents aren't presiding...the migrants love the 
game too much...the Aussies love it too little...and 
many more like that. 

None of them are complete lies. But they are 
not the complete answer,either. 


I guess it must be equally perplexing and 
frustrating for ice hockey enthusiasts in 
Somaliland, waterpolo tans in the Spitzbergen and 
skiing devotees in Hawaii; they cannot understand 
either why their sport, the best sport in the world, 
the only one that matters, makes sense and en- 
nobles the spirit, is ignored by such a vast number 
of their own populace. 

They suspect some dark conspiracy, possibly 
an irreversible Act of God and patiently tinker with 
their problem in the futile hope that one day, by 
sheer luck, they will stumble on the solution. 

And yet the answer is pretty simple: Their sport 
is not popular enough. it’s not the national sport 
of the country. 

It can’t be helped. Those who say it can are kid- 
ding themselves. 

A national sport is just that: the property of a 
nation, the hobby and pastime of the masses, the 
passion of the people. 

Soceer is that in Brazil and Swaziland, England 
and Chad, Poland and Paraguay. 

But not in Australia. Not now, not yesterday and 
probably not tomorrow. 

And these trends simply don't change; soccer 
has not become the No.t sport inany developed 
country where it was lagging behind half a century 
ago. 

Is that a tragedy, something embarrassing? 

don't really think so. Those of us who love the 
game are more willing to accept this truth than 
‘others who keep pretending that the game is 
about to burst into a staggering boom. 

Itwon't. Those, like me, who have been 
following the fortunes, ups and downs of Aussie 
soccer for some 30 years, know it. 

The game will have some good years, then some 
bad ones, minor booms and small setbacks, happy 
successes and sad failures—but it won't change 
much. 

And this is not pessimism, only a realistic ap- 
praisal of the position based on facts. 


The trouble is not with soccer but with us. We 
have European ambitions in an Australian milieu, 
the urge to re-create the organisation, support, 
atmosphere, mania and even instant tradition of 
countries where soccer is a national affair. 

We may as well try to transplant the Boul Saint 
Mich from Paris to Vaucluse, the Mews of Lon- 
don to Kew in Melbourne or the Greek ruins to 
Marrickville. It won't work; they won't blend. 

Can't soccer be loved the way it is? Is it ap- 
pealing only if we have more people watching it? 
Do crowd figures symbolise some sort of public 

acceptance, a reassurance for the soul, a yard- 
stick expressed in financial terms? 

Watching kids in a park in a pick-up game can 
give you as much pleasure as seeing a World Cup 
final. If you love the game, that is, not just its 
trimmings. 

{guess it's human nature, an offshoot of or- 
dinary ambition, to make things bigger and better 
bigger. 

Let's by all means try to streamline our 
game and make it more enjoyable for those who 
care for it, 

Rather than trying to shove it down the throat of 
those who don't want any part of it. 


We spend far too much time, effort and money 
fashioning the game for those who couldn't give a 
damn about it and, at the same time, ignore the 
converted. 

These, it appears, don’t seem to matter; they 
will put up with prehistoric conditions, flooded 
toilets, paddocks grandly called stadium, poor 
promotion and even poorer administration—so 
let's spend our energies and finances on spec- 
tacular projects. 

We are like the Soviet Union where billions are 
spent on space exploration —but Moscow hotels

nave no plugs in the washbasins and shops don't 
sell razor blades.

We can change club names, logos and colors 
incessantly (as we have been doing for 30 years or

can hire the most eccentric and bombastic 
coaches, arrange lavish cocktail parties and in- 
duce corporations to grant massive transfusions 
of funds—but if we ignore the existing market, we 
will not gain new ones. 

J would deem it infinitely more important that 
we run well what we have than worry about what 
we can't have. 

We worry about reaching the World Cup finals 
but ignore the fact that many of our leading clubs 
are broke or almost broke. 

We prepare to greet the international Press in 
eee ‘but neglect the basic needs of the local 

TESS. 

We want to purify the game from its ethnic in- 
fluence but accept the fact that most of our best 
players, coaches, administrators, referees and 
journalists are ethnic of one kind or another. 


What is this if nota sign of haphazard planning 
coupled with severe psychosis? 


Let's put our house in order before we want to 
build skyscrapers; let's have that washbasin with 
plugs before we shoot for the stars. 

And let's, for heaven's sake, try to cater for the 
existing market, the real, devoted public—regar- 
diess of its size—before madly flirting with the 
disinterested. 

This is not a doomsday address; soccer will 
survive despite everything and everybody, 
because of the game's inherent beauty and logic. 

The question is whether we are prepared to im- 
prove things inch by inch, accepting the code's 
minority status—or keep cutting corners and 
chase, with pathetic neurosis, some elusive 
bluebird of “growth happiness.”
